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AN ACT to authorize the President and Trus-
tees of the village of Southport to discontinue 
a street. 

Be it enacted by the Council and House of Representa. 
lives of the Territory of Wisconsin: 

That the president and trustees of the village of South-
port be, and they are hereby authorized and empowered 
to take up and discontinue that portion of Exchange street To vacate 

in said village, which runs in a diagonal line from the stmt. 

south-east corner of block number forty-three, and the 
north-west ewer of block number forty-five, to the east 
line of Main street, in the South Ward of the said village 
of Southport.

AN ACT to authorize Jared Lake to build and 
maintain a wharf in Lake Michigan, at the vil-
lage of Southport. 

Be it enacted by the Council and House of Representatives 
or the Territory of Wisconsin, as follows, to wit : 

1. That Jared Lake, and such persons as may be as-
sociated with him for that purpose, be, and they are here-
by authorized to erect a wharf, at the foot of Pearl street, 
in the village of Southport, and to extend the same a 
suitable distance into Lake Michigan. 

§ 2. The occupancy of that part of Pearl street that 
lays east of Lake street, is hereby granted to said 
Lake, and his associates, for the use of said wharf, while 
the same shall be kept up for such purpose. 

§ 3. This act may be altered or repealed at any time 
by the Legislature.
